THt UNION DEPOT QUESTION. 


THE union depot question has so often 


been revived, agitated and dropped without 
any results of value being accomplished, 
that further discussion of It seems hopeless. 
But one of the .Santa Fe officials who vis- 


• ited Colorado Springs Thursday has indi- 


cated his company's willingness to take the 
matter up again, so, after all, there may be 
a glimmer of hope. 


It is hard to find a shred of justification 


for the position of the railroad officials who 
oppose the union depot project. Viewing 
it from their standpoint, it is plain that a 
change of some sort must be made before 
long, because the traffic has long since out- 
grown the facilities at both the old depots. 
Indeed, both the Santa Fe and the Rio 
Grande have announced their intention of 
building new stations, and if they are com- 
pelled to make this expenditure anyway, 
they certainly should be willing to join 
forces and construct one larger station 
which could be used by all roads. 


Of course, the principal item of expense 


would be the removal of the Santa Fe 
tracks from the east side of the city and the 
acquisition of additional yardage on the 
west side. But the sale of the right of way 
that would'be vacated on the east side 
would reimburse the company in part, and it 
is altogether probable that a fund cou*d be 
raised, partjy by subscription and partly 
by donation from the city, to make good 
any remaining loss. 


The public demand for a union depot in 


"Colorado Springs is not based on pride in 
the possession of an imposing building, but 
o^ actual necessity. The present arrange- 
ment is unsatisfactory to the railroads and 
.to the traveling public, and, worst of all, it 
imposes the necessity of the whole city 
being gridironed with railroad tracks. 
If 


there is any reasonable basis on which the 
local ^committee and the railroad officials 
can get together, action should be taken 
without delay.'^ven though it involves a 
considerable expenditure on the part of the 
people and the city. 


To people who hold 


this essentially academic 
view notrling is so con*' 
vincing"ai a "Brief ex* 
perience ' among 
thc 


"victims" of alien rule. First-hand knowl- 
edge is always better than the theorizing of 
writers who produce books and magazine 
articles with the avowed object of proving 
the ^nti-imperialistic contention, and in the 
case of the Philippines, at le,ast, it happens* 
that nearly evelry impartial Investigator 
has come back with the firm conviction 
that the United States is there carrying on 
a work of tremendous value to humanity. 


In twelve years of American rule the 


islands have been completely transformed. 
The people have been lifted from Ignorance 
and degradation to comparative enlighten- 
ment; prosperous industries have 
been 


created, public works established, and-the 
important question of sanitation given 
proper recognition for the first time in the 
history of the archipelago. 
This is true 


also of British rule in India, and k is true 
'in every corner of the world where the 
enlightened government of an American or 
European nation has been imposed upon an 
inferior race. 
Conditions in the Belgian 


Congo are still lamentable, but it is doubt- 
ful if they are as bad as they were before 
the white man came, and it is certain that 
they will sbon become vastly better than at 
present.

need not lx» so with a properly conducted national theater where respectable 
lirformauces would be sufficient for the purpose, which purpose should be 
u. Keep before the people constantly the best examples of standard drama, 
.-nd gradually adds plays of tho bent class. One or two flno plays each year 
lidded to a constantlv increasing list of plays, of Shakespeare and of the other 
standard authors Sheridan, Goldsmith,'<t» cetera— wtfuld provide a repertoire 
of lasting entertainment and instruction, ot value alike to actors', authors, and 
the public at large.

The New York Dramatic Mirror in Able Editorial Discusses Present Conditions 


in Stifeland.

HAT IS THE FAULT with ^ho theater? The 


present dramatic season, showing more en- 
terprise and » greater variety of nroduo 
cluctlons than any former season, up to this 


time has proved to be amazingly barren of desired re- 
sults. Hero and there in New York's scores of theater* 
a successful play may b« found. Ong visiting a theater 
well patronized can sec In the elements of Its patronage 
nothing Different fro*> the customary clientele of a proa- 
perous Play. The public remains the fame. It may not 
at times know what it wants, but It always makes plain 
what It does not want. The successful pt&ys have been 
very few, and the failures more numerous than ever. 
Score* of plays from which much was expected, both by 
public ftiid management, have, foiled to Interest or attract 
audiences, and the storerooms are crowded with their 
'abandoned paraphernalia. 


Th* rank and file of the acting profession Ions have 


known that these are not bright days forthc at»fe. Hun- 
dreds, of trained actors have long been out of engagement, 
and they arc pessimists all. 
Nowadays ttanngera. con- 


fronted by failure after failure, are beginning w search 
for causes. 
Has the <ra*e for "types" that affect* BO many mana- 


gers with the force of nn ob»«ssion any relation to vtne 
failure of so many plays? 
' One note of this craze will describe th«v.lengths to 


An author who recently w«.« •ngasingr 
actors to appear in a new play, the casting of which had 
been left solely In his hands by the nmnager who was 
to produce It, was Interviewed by a youngr actress of ex- 
perience and artistic intelligence.

~- - "You are too Intelligent for this part." said fhe author. 
"I realised that tho moment I heard you speak." 


"But," replied the actress, "do you place no dependence 


whatever upon the,Intelligence of a player the ability of 
an actor to get into a character?" 


"No," responded the author. "I want a type. And 


rather than place you or any other intelligent wotp»n In 
this rol* I would, if it came to that- prefer to go into 
some man'* kitchen, hire his servant girl, and train her 
for the ehantcter." 
What of dramatic art—which th* public recognizes on 


Its every disclosure can be expected from such a 
method? 
The casting, rehearsal, and other preparations for 


production of a play at most involve but a few weeks. 
It the processes should take several months, what of 
dramatic art could be drilled tntoji servant girl? The 
impersonation of such a character must-have~somet 
beyond tu> Insurance against stage fright 
It calls for 


artistic exaggeration of natural qualities in a distinctive 
environment—a definite projection of Individuality quite 
different 'from commonplace kitchen duty. The most 
naturalistic pictures on tho stage are 
effective only 


through this artistic exaggeration of the quietudes of char- 
acter and Incident In plays of the sort that distinguish 
the modern school in Its commerce with everyday life. 
Schools and. methods may change, but there are certs itf 
essentials that abide. "Thus the new art Is alwa; s formed 
out of the old," as Emerson says- And that master of 
principles in his essay on art again touches the truth of 
the matter, although, he does not specify the art of the 
actor. "Not imitation, but creation, is the aim," says he. 
"In landscapes the painter should give the suggestion of 
a fairer creation than we know. The details, the prose of 
nature he should omit and give us only the spirit and 
splendor. . . . 
In a portrait he must Inscribe the 


character and not the features.' And the actor in his per- 
•onfttion must do the same to arrive at the actor's end. 
He must satisfy more than the eye. He must appeal to 
thb understanding. "The stage," says Hazlett, "Is an epl- 
torn^ a bettered likeness of the world, with the dull pa't 
left out." 
This again In few words expresses what act- 


ing must achieve, even In these days when the aim is to 
simulate commonplace life In the theater. If the simula- 
tion is but commonplace, in fact it falls. 


Going beyond the crudeness of the playwright's sug- 


gestion as to the servant girl, what does the *electlon of 


t>pes mean nowadavs.' It me,ins the taking of thin young 
man or that young woman for a part which ho or who 
represents merely to tho e>c as he or she stand> in every- 
day guise; or tho taking of other persons, for their outer 
*nd superficial resemblance to tho characters ns {he 
author or the manager see* them in his mind's eve. 


"Give me an actor who looks the part." says thf author 


or the manager, "and the point Is won." In this a fact1* 
On the contrary, nothing more- than a beginning has been 
mademade. The public, quite evidently, has arrived at tho 
stage of rejection on this theory of the art of acting. The 
author and tho manager have forgotten, it would seem, 
that there Is much of character bc>ond the nitre appeal to 
the eye. Type* selected uniformlv In a play aro more sops 
to tht superficial intelligence and l*ave the really essen- 
tial elements of character fluUmrrseit.' *ou often these 
essential elements remain submerged 
The public sees 


nothing in the average play thus cast that deeply interests 
it, and the result Is Inevitable. 1Jhe plav- falls. 


The actor in ordinary circumstances—under coivditions 


which formerly prevailed her* and that still prevail abroad, 
in the best circles of his -ar/t^may easily summon those 
external marks of personality for which, to the exclusion 
of all else, so many authors and managers here primarily 
seek. And In tho "»*crof the skilled actor who really im- 
personates, these external matters are ahown to bo of 
minor moment; for In bis development of character there 
is always enforced a sense of reality and an impression 
of reserved power Mhlch relates to the character Imper- 
sonated, and which the player who depends merely upon 
his natural appearance never can effect. 
Even In the 


hurly-burly of the old stock company days, when play 
after play fas hastily prepared and presented vvlth many 
crude elements in its actlp.g, as well as in its setting and 
dressing, as a result of haste fnd constant change, the 
public studied favorite players in fast succeeding ToleS 
with keen curiosity, and always found and delighted in 
certain distinct and characteristic values in the acting, 
because the players gave each new or different character 
a distinct individuality beyond the external changes ef- 
fected by mike-up. But the "type" actor of today is al- 
ways—and monotonously—the same person In fact and In 
seeming. 


Carry this selection of types to Its logical conclusion, 


and it may bo assumed that every man with a humped 
back can play Richard the Third and every man of the 
right complexion can Impersonate Othello. And carry the 
system to its ultimate end, and the art of acting will wholly 
disappear from the theater. 


This whole matter Is a disastrous reaction of the real- 


istic school. The man or woman put into ai play because

PARIS, Jan. 28.—The last census of 


Ui06, which has only Just .be*>n com- 
piled, gives some remarkable figures 
regarding female labor In this counjry. 
-Within the last 40 -years the. humifer. 
of women workers In France has al- 
most doubled, rising from a little over 
4.500 000 to nearly 7,750,000, an in- 
crease of 65 per cent, whereas the 
figure for the men has gone .up only 
14 per cent, from 10,500,000 to 13.000.-. 
000. 
The Increase in feminine employ- 


ment is noticeable chiefly in- trjidcn 
and manufactures. 
The number of 


French women in business rises stead- 
ily every year. Regarding the liberal 
professions, exact comparisons nre pos- 
sible only for the last decade. 
In that 


time the number of. women artists and 
writers has Increased: by 22<-per cent, 
that of women doctors by '2J per cent. 
and ttyat of women employed Hi public 
offices by 10 per cent 


In 1906 the. "active population" of 


the country—that i» to say, exclud- 
ing children, women -having no occu- 
pation save that of housewife, and all 
persons living solely on unearned in- 
comes, pensions, etc., numbered 
L'O,- 


750,000 souls, of whom less than two- 
thirds were men and over one-third 
women. .Agricultural-pursuits account- 
ed for 5,500,000 men and nearly 3,300,- 
000 women. Xearly 4,750,000 men and 
over 2,600,000 women were employed in 
trade, and 1.300,00 men nnd not quite 
300,000 women In the liberal profes- 
sions and public services. 


In domestic service and women out;, 


numbered the man by 770,000 to 170.- 
000. 
The totals show tHat female labor 


constitutes 39 per cent of the working 
population of the country. The total 
number of the latter has risen from 
15,000,000 to 20,000.000 in 40 years, the 
proportion of workers compared with 
the total population increasing from 40 
£er cont to 63 per cent All occupations 
have augmented except that of do- 
mestic, service, which employs under 
1,000,000 hands, instead of 1,250.000 40 
years ago. 
Trade employment, has 


nearly trebled, and that in manufac- 
tures and the liberal professions gone 
up about 75 per cent. The total aug- 
mentation is 'to a very great extent 
due to the Increase In women workers, 
who now form more than a third of the 
Fre'neh working population. .

Counterfeiting can never be classed as 
an impulsive crime, and Is, therefore, 
rather especially difficult to handle."

John Elbert Wilkie, chief of the tTnited States'Se- 


cret service, is an Illinoisan, bom in I860. He was edu- 
cated in the public schools of Chicago, and began serious 
life as a reporter on The Chicago Times in 1877. 
As a 


newspaper man he held many important executive posi- 
tions, and traveled through a good part of the world. 
Then for a time he was in the steamship and banking 
business in London. Returning, in 1896. he resumed 
newspaper work, making a specialty of- criminal investi- 
gation. It was this very able work which made him 
finally chief of the Secret sen-ice. As such he organized 
Hie special emergency force of men to checkmate'spies 
during the Spanish war, and succeeded in driving from 
the x-ouutry a large number. His achievements in the 
routine work of his department since then, notably his 
pfforts to stop counterfeiting, havo been uuprecedentedlv 
successful.
